Died, Lives, Intercedes, and Will Come Again 
By S. J. Wood 


Re? Romans fifth chapter. Text, 
“For without me ye can do noth- 
ing,” John 15:5. 

To my mind there is not another 
chapter in the Bible that more fully 
portrays the necessity and all-sufficiency 
of Jesus Christ than does the fifth 
chapter of Paul’s letter to the Romans. 
Then, in the text, we have a general 
panorama of the whole thing—‘For 
without me ye can do nothing.” 


He Died 

For us. “For when we were yet with- 
out strength, in due time Christ died 
for the ungodly. For scarcely for a 
righteous man will one die: yet perad- 
venture for a good man would even dare 
to dic. But God commendeth his love 
toward us, in that, while we were yet 
sinners, Christ died for us,” Rom. 5:6-8. 

The Apostle Paul, in his letter to the 
Hebrews, refers to Moses taking the 
blood of calves and goats and sprink- 
ling the people, tabernacle, books, and 
vessels of the ministry, saying, “This is 
the blood of the testament which God 
hath enjoined unto you.” And almost 
all things are by the law purged with 
blood; and without shedding of blood is 
no remission. He further says, “For the 
law having a shadow of good things to 
come, and not the very image of the 
things, can never with those sacrifices 
which they offered year by year con- 
tinually make the comers thereunto per- 


fect . . . For it is not possible that the 
blood of bulls and of goats should take 
away sins. Wherefore when he cometh 
into the world, he saith, Sacrifice and 
offering thou wouldest not, but a body 
hast thou prepared me . . . He taketh 
away the first, that he may establish the 
second. By the which will we are sancti- 
fied through the offering of the body of 
Jesus Christ once for ALL.” We under- 
stand ONCE FOR ALL to have a two- 
fold application thus—for all people, for 
all time. 

The body or life of Jesus and the 
blood of Jesus are synonymous. At Gen. 
9:4, God giving instruction to Noah 
and his sons, says, “But flesh with the 
life there, which is the blood thereof, 
shall ye not eat.” Jesus had to have a 
body to have blood, which is the life 
of the body. Further on in the same let- 
ter, Paul almost rehearses the quotation 
at Heb. 10:10 with reference to sanc- 
tification. The difference is, we are 
sanctifiéd through the offering of the 
body of Jesus Christ, and, “wherefore 
Jesus also, that he might sanctify the 
people with his own blood,” which in 
our opinion has identically the same 
meaning. Thus, God at all times has de- 
creed blood as the essential and only 
atonement for sin. Christ took away the 
first (blood covenant of bulls and goats) 
and established the second (blood cove- 
nant by which He now sanctifies the 
people). For Christ to have blood 


(life) He must necessarily have a body, 
and at the appointed time He must sur- 
render that life and shed that blood 
that sustained the body; therefore, Je- 
sus said, A BODY HAST THOU PRE- 
PARED ME. 

He Lives 

For us. “Knowing that Christ being 
raised from the dead dieth no more; 
death hath no more dominion over him. 
For in that he died, he died unto sin 
once: but in that he liveth, he liveth 
unto God,” Rom. 6: 9, 10. 

The fact that Christ died for us is 
very true and essential, but the fact 
that He rose again for our justification 
is far more encouraging. At 1 Cor. 15: 
3-8 Paul says, “For I delivered unto you 
first of all that which I also received, 
how that Christ died for our sins ac- 
cording to the scriptures; And that he 
was buried, and that he arose again the 
third day according to the Scriptures: 
And that he was seen of Cephas, then 
of the twelve: After that, he was seen 
of above five hundred brethren at once; 
. . . After that, he was seen of James; 
then of all the apostles. And last of all 
he was seen of me also.” vv. 19, 20, “If 
in this life only we have hope in Christ, 
we are of all men most miserable. But 
now is Christ risen from the dead, and 
become the firstfruits of them that 
slept.” 

Then again, at 2 Cor. 5:14, he says, 
“For the love of Christ constraineth us; 
because we thus judge, that if one died 
for all, then were all dead: And that he 
died for all, that they which live should 
not henceforth live unto themselves, but 
unto him which died for them, and

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WEST VIRGINIA MINISTERS AND 
CLERKS 

I have just completed my “get ac- 
quainted” tour of the state and am 
highly pleased with the prospects for a 
wonderful year for the Church of God 
in West Virginia. I found the ministers 
and laity working enthusiastically to 
put over the program of the Church 
and ready to work with their overseer in 
every possible way for the best inter- 
est of the Lord. You will never know 
this side of eternity how we appreciate 
the hearty reception you have given us 
and the spirit of cooperation that you 
are manifesting. 

I feel that it would be well to call 
special attention to a few items of inter- 
est lest we forget some of them. 

RENEWAL OF LICENSE 

It is now time for ALL evangelists to 
send your license to the General Secre- 
tary for renewal. Your present license 
expires December the thirty-first and 
should be renewed before that date. Re- 
member the last Assembly passed a new 
rule that makes it necessary to revoke 
your license if they are not renewed 
within ninety days of the date of ex- 
piration. (No one but those holding 
evangelist license are to send them in.) 

MINISTERS TITHING 

The Church does not license any one 
or allow any’one to hold license who 
does not pay tithes on his income from 
all sources. This includes bishops, dea- 
cons, evangelists and exhorters. Any 
local church treasurer who knows of 
a minister whose membership is in that 
local church who is not paying tithes 
should give the information to the pas- 
tor of the church. The pastor should try 
in a kind, brotherly manner to help 
such delinquent minister. They may be 
having some special discouragement and 
you may be able to help them to get 
back in line without any one else know- 
ing about it. If you are not able to get 
them to comply with the teachings of 
the Church, then it becomes your duty 
to make a report of the matter to the 
state overseer. 

MINISTERS REPORTING 

You will notice that in the last As- 
sembly the overseer of the state is re- 
quired to notify any minister who fails 
to report to him for three months and 
if they fail for six months their license 
is to be revoked. 

BUILDING CHURCHES 

The selection of a location to erect a 
new church building is an important 
thing. Always try to get it in as good a 
center for the public as possible and in 
as good neighborhood as you can. Never 
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erect a building on a lot with a revert- 
ing clause in the deed that would cause 
you to lose the whole thing for any rea- 
son we should cease to use it for a while. 
Use the uniform deed from Headquar- 
ters if possible. 

NEW CHURCHES 

We want as many new churches in 
the state this year as we can get; but 
let’s be sure before we set a church in 
order that there are good prospects for 
the continuance of the church. Always 
consult the district overseer before or- 
ganizing a new church and be careful 
not to transfer a lot of members from 
one that is already functioning and 
weaken it until it probably will not be 
able to continue. Be sure a good number 
of the members in a new church have 
the Holy Ghost. 

NEW MINISTERS 

We would like for every God-called, 
fire-baptized, Holy-Ghost-anointed min- 
ister in the country to have license with 
the Church of God, but people who are 
not preaching do not need license. We 
are supposed only to recognize what God 
has done. Giving a person license will 
not make a preacher out of him. 

The Assembly has ruled that no 
church is to take action in setting forth 
any applicant for the ministry until the 
district overseer has conferred with the 
overseer of the state and is authorized to 
do so by said overseer. (This includes 
bishops, deacons, evangelists and exhort- 
ers. ) 

The Assembly has further ruled that 
“Applicants for the ministry make a 
thorough study of the teachings of the 
Church of God and the rulings of the 
General Assembly BEFORE being _ set 
forth by the local church.” 

TIME TO REPORT 

All ministers and churches should 
send in their reports the first of the 
month. We must make a report to the 
General Overseer the 10th and this re- 
port has to be made up from the infor- 
mation contained in your reports. 

Some have been late with my reports 
this time because they had not learned 
my address. Quite a number of churches 
have not reported as yet for the last 
part of September. Pastors and district 
overseers, please insist on all of your 
churches reporting regularly whether 
they have any tithes for the state over- 
seer or not. Please send me a report for 
September yet, if you have not sent one. 
Remember all of the state overseer’s part 
of the tithes up to and including Sept. 
11 go to the former overseer, Brother 
Clark. 

MAKING PROGRESS THIS YEAR 

It is going to be a little difficult to 
show any degree of progress this year 
over last year on account of the faithful 
and efficient work of the former over- 
seer. In order to make an increase we 
are all going to need to work harmoni- 
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ously together. Of course, we all ap- 
preciate this faithful work on Brother 
Clark’s part and are glad for the past 
progress of the work in the state, but 
we MUST keep going. Everybody get 
your shoulder to the wheel and let’s 
make this a great year for God and His 
Church.—Yours in the Master’s service,

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Qualifying for the Bride 


By A. H. BATTS 


This is indeed a high calling, but I 
find many in these last days who. are 
trying to reach this qualification. Paul 
was a man who had the Holy Ghost, and 
said he came behind with no gift. This 
was a high calling. But I hear him say, 
“I am forgetting the things behind, and 
reaching forth for the things that are 
before. I press toward the mark for the 
PRIZE of the high calling of God,” 
Phil. 3:14. And in verse 8 he states 
that he is trying to “win” Christ. With 
this high standard of Christian living, 
Paul is still in a great fight, trying to 
win something he calls a high calling, 
yea, the highest calling, the “Bride of 
Christ.” 

1 Chron. 15:12 says, “Sanctify your- 
selves.” The angel of the Lord said 
“His wife (bride) hath made herself 
ready. And to her was granted that 
she should be arrayed in fine linen, 
clean and white: for the white linen is 
the righteousness of saints,” Rev. 19: 
7, 8. Note the words “made Serself 
ready,” “the righteousness of saints.” 
It is by the righteousness of God we are 
saved, and then by OUR self-denial, 
cross-bearing, and righteousness we are 
qualified for the Bride, the Lamb’s wife. 

QUALIFYING 

Text: “Therefore teaving the princi- 
ples of the doctrine of Christ, let us go 
on unto perfection,” Heb. 6:1. Note the 
original says, “Leaving the words of the 
beginning of Christ, let us go on to 
perfection.” Let us, yes, US, go on. 
The word perfect means without fault, 
blameless, complete, whole. If we have 
not reached this state of perfection, let 
us keep the commandment and go on 
to it. 

The writer here found these people 
neglecting their duty and living the 
kind of life that brought grief, or heart- 
aches to the Christians and to Christ. 
He described them as bearing briars and 
thorns instead of fruit, and also warned 
them that briars and thorns are to be 
rejected, and finally burned. When for 
the time they ought to have been teach- 
ers, they had drifted until they needed 
another to teach them. They had failed 
to exercise their senses and were not 
able to discern good from evil, and by 
doing evil it wounds the heart of the 
righteous, like piercing briars and thorns 
in the flesh, and near to crucifying 
afresh the Son of God. So let us watch 
and exercise our senses and be able to 
discern good from evil, and learning the 
good, let us do the good, and by so do- 
ing go on to perfection. 

“According as He has chosen us in 


Him before the foundation of the world, 
that we should be HOLY and without 
BLAME before him in love,” Eph. 1: 
4. Not only holy, but without blame. 
God made this choice, even before the 
world began, “That he might present it 
to himself a glorious church, not hav- 
ing spot or wrinkle, or any such thing, 
but that it should be holy and without 
blemish.” Eph. 5:27. Not only without 
spot, wrinkle, or blemish, but note the 
words, ANY SUCH THING. For 
SPOTS and BLEMISHES, read 2 Peter 
2, and the book of Jude, and for “any 
such things,” read this article, and re- 
member while we read we must be free 
from spots, wrinkles, blemishes, and 
ANY SUCH THINGS. 


Come out from among them, and 
touch not, eat not, drink not, and wear 
not the unclean thing, and God has 
promised to receive you and be your 
Father, and you will be His son. ““There- 
fore, having these promises, dearly be- 
loved, let US cleanse OURSELVES from 
ALL filthiness of the flesh and spirit, 
PERFECTING HOLINESS in the fear 
of God,” 2 Cor. 7:1. Now filthiness of 
the flesh is one thing, and of the spirit 
is another. But on our own part we are 
commanded to put all filthiness of both 
flesh and spirit away, and be made per- 
fect in HOLINESS. When we determine 
the limits and bounds of the seventeen 
works of the flesh recorded in Gal. 5: 
19-21, we wonder then who can be 
saved. The writer said all these things 
would keep anyone out of the kingdom 
of God. But since we are trying to 
qualify for the Bride, let us look a lit- 
tle closer at this same scripture. He did 
not stop at the seventeen works of the 
flesh, but said SUCH LIKE and SUCH 
THINGS. Many times we try to justify 
ourselves by saying, “Ah well, we all 
have our faults,” but to those who are 
trying to make the high calling, hear 
what God’s Bible has to say: “Brethren, 
if a man be overtaken in a FAULT, ye 
which are spiritual restore such an one 
in the spirit of meekness, considering 
yourself lest ye also be tempted,” Gal. 
6:1. If you don’t want to be tempted, 
don’t justify the one who is in fault, 
but rather go. to him in the spirit of 
meekness and tell him God has a plan 
whereby we can live blameless and harm- 
less, the sons of God without rebuke in 
the midst of a crooked and perverse na- 
tion, among whom ye shine as lights in 
the world. Phil. 2:15. Yes, before this na- 
tion, in this world, blameless and harm- 
less, the sons of God; with a bright 
shining light that will cause men (not 
to blaspheme) but be constrained to 
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glorify God. 

Sometimes they may seem just little 
trifles, but I find trifles moved out of 
the way brings perfection. “The little 
foxes spoil the vines: for our vines have 
tender grapes” Cant. 2:15. I read once 
where the United States passed a certain 
tariff bill to exempt all foreign fruit 
plants. The enrolling clerk, in copying 
the bill, inserted a comma accidentally, 
making it read, “All foreign fruit, 
plants.” As a result of this simple fault, 
for a year, or until Congress could rem- 
edy the blunder, all oranges, lemons, 
grapes, bananas, and other fruits, as well 
as the plants were admitted free of duty. 
This little mistake which anyone would 
be liable to make, yet could have been 
avoided by carefulness, cost the govern- 
ment not less than two million dollars, 
a pretty costly comma. Some people call 
this straining at a gnat and swallowing 
a camel. You had better be careful. You 
might offend one of God’s little ones, 
and it would be better for a millstone 
to be hanged around your neck and be 
cast into the deep, than to offend one of 
the little ones. Yes, I grant you this is 
true. It is the words of Jesus. But let 
us consider these two statements and see 
what it really means. To offend means 
to transgress the moral or divine laws; 
sin; to cause to stumble. If you trans- 
gress the moral or divine laws you will 
cause someone else to follow you. If 
they follow you, then you have offended 
them. If you in any way stand in some- 
one’s way of accepting any truth you 
have offended them, and if you see 
someone doing wrong and you make 
no effort to warn them, their blood will 
be on you. But if you warn them and 
they do not turn from their wicked 
way, you are free, and their blood will 
be on their own soul. You can’t offend 
anyone by telling them the truth. If 
they are doing wrong, they are already 
offended, and by telling them the truth 
in the spirit of meekness, you may con- 
vert the sinner from the error of his 
way and hide a multitude of sins. 


“Straining at gnats and swallowing 
camels.” This means doing the big 
things easy, and being glad to do it, 
especially when there is some praise of 
men in it. But some little thing— 
though the Church does teach it, just 
worm and squirm, fret and fume, pout 
and fuss, just can’t swallow it down. I 
have known of women who didn’t have 
time to go to prayer meeting because 
of this, that and the other, but if they 
had charge of a program, or were to 
lead a meeting, or some other big thing, 
they were more than likely the first one 
there, and ate this big camel down and 
never frowned. Then we come to some 
little thing, like long sleeves, or modest 
apparel, and they strain and struggle, 
and almost choke to death, spiritually

The Blood Cleanses From All Sin 


“This then is the message which we 
have heard of him, and declare unto you, 
that God is light, and in him is no 
darkness at all. If we say that we have 
fellowship with him, and walk in dark- 
ness, we lie, and do not the truth: But 
if we walk in the light, as he is in the 
light, we have fellowship one with an- 
other, and the blood of Jesus Christ his 
Son cleanseth us from all sin,” 1 John 
1:5-7. 

As we walk in the light, the condition 
of fellowship is made possible, we real- 
ize that sanctification is one of the def- 
inite works that Jesus came to do and 
we do not doubt His power in the least. 
We know that the blood can cleanse and 
will cleanse if we will meet the condi- 
tions. During the life of Abraham God 
dealt with him in a wonderful way, 
bringing him to the place by faith that 
he could be the father of the faithful. 
To his descendants was shown mercy 
and kindness and finally there was es- 
tablished a law of mercy, and when they 
adhered to these things and fully fol- 
lowed God they were forgiven and 
cleansed and it was through this nation 
that God gave to the world a Redeemer 
who was able to bless and save to the 
utmost all who come unto Him by 
faith. 

Jesus Sanctifies Believers 

“Wherefore Jesus also, that he might 
sanctify the people with his own blood, 
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suffered without the gate. Let us go 
forth therefore unto him without the 
camp, bearing his reproach,” Heb. 13: 
tz, 35. 


If there was no other scripture on 
sanctification in the New Testament, 
this would be enough to prove that Je- 
sus has power to sanctify His people. 
Under the law God provided a sacrifice 
not only for transgression but for the 
original sin that was handed down from 
our foreparents, but it did not make the 
comers thereunto perfect. It served as a 
reconciliation between God and man. 
But when Jesus came He not only 
had power to forgive sins before He 
was crucified, but after His crucifixion 
He had power to forgive and make 
a man new and then through His blood 
sanctify him. There is no remission for 
sins without the shedding of blood, but 
in Jesus’ three and a half years of serv- 
ice, He stood as a mediator between God 
and man, and with the power that His 
Father gave Him He had influence and 
He wielded that spirit of blessing and 
forgiveness that no man ever had. After 
He went to the cross He completed the 
plan and became our sacrificial Jamb 
and was able to save to the uttermost 


all those who come unto Him by faith. 


“And they truly were many priests, be- 
cause they were not suffered to con- 
tinue by reason of death: But this man, 
because he continueth ever, hath an un- 
changeable priesthood. Wherefore he is 
able also to save them to the uttermost 
that come unto God by him, seeing he 


ever liveth to make intercession for 
them,” Heb. 7:23-25. 
He is able to save to the deepest 


depth, highest height and furthest ex- 
tent. In fact, this has reference to com- 
plete salvation. 

Jesus Has All Power 

“And Jesus came and spake unto 
them, saying, All power is given unto 
me in heaven and in earth,” Matt. 38: 
18. 

After Jesus’ resurrection He appeared 
unto His disciples and instructed them 
concerning the work He intended for 
them to do. They were to go and teach 
all nations baptizing them in the name 
of the Father and the Son and the Holy 
Ghost, and teach them to observe all 
things whatsoever He had said unto 
them. We know Jesus is able to destroy 
the works of the devil. “He that com- 
mitteth sin is of the devil; for the devil 
sinneth from the beginning. For this 
purpose the Son of God was manifested, 
that he might destroy the works of the 
devil,” 1 John 3:8. From this verse we 
realize that Jesus has power to destroy 
the works of the devil. He is not only 
able to forgive men of their sins and 
make them a new creature, but He is 
also able to destroy the sin principle and

“Well, then,” replied Mercedes, “I 
want to believe in Jesus too, I want joy 
like that. But see here, boy, is there any- 
body here in the village who can tell me 
more about Jesus?” 

The son replied that there was one 
woman in the town. who had a Bible. 
That very day Mercedes found this other 
woman, borrowed her Bible and sat up 
all night reading it. Then and there her 
life was changed. 

The following day, when her customers 
came for drinks, she told them, “You 
can get no more liquor here, for the 
same woman who used to sell it does not 
live here. For today a believer in Jesus 
lives here.” 

She poured out the barrels of liquor, 
and now she keeps a little store where she 
sells needles, buttons and dress goods. No 
one comes into her store now without re- 
ceiving a tract. When a missionary pass- 
ing through this town some time later 
held a meeting, seven men and one wom- 
an accepted Christ.—Sel. 


GOD‘S FLOOD-TIDE OF POWER 


The showers, springs, streams and 
ocean tides are all types of that spiritual 
flood tide of power that God sends upon 
His people. It is set forth in Acts 2; Eph. 
1:23; 3:19; 4:13 and other passages. The 
following words by a recent writer, as to 
the purposes and results of this power 
upon human lives we add: We will want 
to serve. Love must act. We must do 
something for our Master. We must do 
something for those around us. There 
will be a new spirit of service. Its pecu- 
liar characteristic and charm will be the 
heart of love in it. Love will envelop and 
undergird and pervade and exud from all 
service. There will be a fine graciousness, 
a patience, a strong tenderness, an earnest 
faithfulness, a hopeful tirelessness which 


will despair of no man and of no situa- 
tion. ; 

The sort of service and the sphere of 
service will be left entirely to the direc- 
tion of the indwelling Holy Spirit, “di- 
viding to every man as he will.” There 
will be no chaosing of a life work but a 
prayerful waiting till his choice is clear, 
and then a joyous acceptance of that. 
There will be no attempt to open doors, 
not with a single touch or twist of the 
knob, but only an entering of opened 
doors. 

If the work be humble, or the place 
lowly, or both, there will be a cheery, 
eager using of the highest powers keyed 
to their best pitch. 

The Master’s say-so is accepted by Spir- 
it-led men as final. He chooses Peter to 
open the door to the outer nations, and 
Paul to enter the opened door. He chooses 
not an apostle but Philip to open up Sa- 
maria, and Titus to guide the church mat- 
ters in Crete. A miner’s son is chosen to 
shake Europe and a cobbler to kindle 
anew the missionary fires of Christendom. 
Livingstone is sent to open up the heart 
of Africa for a fresh infusion of the blood 
of the Son of God. A nurse maid, whose 
name remains unknown, is used to mold 
for God the child who becomes the sev- 
enth Earl of Shaftsbury, one of the most 
truly Spirit-filled men of the world. 
George Mueller is chosen for the signal 
service of reteaching men that God still 
lives and actually answers prayer. The 
common factor in all is the Chooser. Je- 
sus is the Chief Executive of the cam- 
paign through His Spirit. The direction 
of it belongs to Him. He knows best 
what each one can do. He knows best 
what needs to be done. He is ambitious 
that each of us shall be the best and have 
the best. He has a plan thought out for 
each life and for the whole campaign. 
His Spirit is in us to administer His plan. 
He never sleeps. He divideth to every 
man severally as He will. And His is a 
loving, wise will. It can be trusted. 

A Spirit-mastered man slowly comes to 


understand that service is apprenticeship 
service. He is in training for the time 


‘when a King shall reign and will need 


tested and trusted and trained servants. 
He is in college getting ready for com- 
mencement day. That may explain in part 
why some of the workers whom we think 
can be least spared are called away in 
their prime. Their apprentice term is 
served. School’s out. They are moved up. 

Please remember that these are flood 
tide results. Some good people will never 
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know them except in a very limited way. 
For they do not open the sluice-gates wide 
enough to let the waters reach flood tide. 
Partial surrender will mean only partial 
results; the largest and finest results come 
only as the Spirit has full control, for the 
work is all His, by and with our consent.

DOES BIBLE SCHOOL PAY IN 
INDIA? 


During this year’s session of our Bible 
School two students have been saved, 
four have followed the Lord in water 
baptism and six have been filled with 
the Holy Spirit. There were fifty on 
the roll this term and I am writing 
briefly about a few of the students. 

1. A lady doctor who worked eight 
years in a hospital. She was convicted 
of her worldly life by the death of a 
dear friend, another lady doctor, and 
then she made a full surrender to the 
Lord. Later she dedicated herself to His 
work, giving her up costly clothing and 
jewelry. Her native tongue is Tamil, 
but as she has been practicing medicine 
in the Telegu field for several years, she 
learned that vernacular. She came _ to 
our Bible School, not only with a desire 
to know more of the Word, but also to 
receive the fullness of the Holy Spirit, 
and, according to her heart’s desire, the 
Lord has filled her. In a letter from her 
since she left us, she writes in part: 
“Oh, how I miss the blessed meetings 
and happy faces, the ‘hallelujahs’ and 
‘praise the Lord.’ I don’t think I can 
find any such place or people anywhere 
in India... All my _ relatives and 
friends find fault with me for remov- 
ing my jewels and for giving up my 
position, etc.” She has been witnessing 
for the Lord in Madras, after which she 
went to the Telegu field where doors 
have been opening to her. 


2. A Roman Catholic young man was 
saved through the efforts of one of our 
workers. Later he was baptized in water 
and was earnestly waiting for the bap- 
tism of the Holy Spirit. Though he has 
not yet received, he has had touches of 
blessings. He has to suffer persecution 
from those of the Roman Catholic 
church. 

3. Another Roman Catholic convert 
whose father is a rich man. He came in 
touch with some of our people and 
learned the way of salvation, but after 
coming to our Bible School, his eyes 
were more fully opened to the way of 
salvation and he dedicated himself to 
the Lord. While here he went to some 
waiting meetings at Othera out-station 
and there he received the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit. He had decided to follow 
the Lord in water baptism but before 
this could be done, his people came for 
him and in a subtle way took him away. 
We have heard since that he is under- 
going persecution. Do pray much for 
him and for the large Roman Catholic 
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community in which he lives. 

4. A young man of about twenty 
years, belonging to a well-to-do Syrian 
family. He was a regular rowdy when 
he learned about our Bible School. At 
first he did not care about coming but 
was persuaded to by another young man. 
Though his parents objected, he came 
anyway. He used to chew tobacco here 
on the sly. One day, during the regular 
prayer meeting held after classes, he 
was convicted of his sins and gave his 
heart to the Lord. Still he continued 
chewing tobacco. One day one of the 
teachers spoke to him about this bad 
habit and by the Lord’s grace he gave 
it up. He too wants to follow the Lord 
in water baptism. 


§. Another student came to the Bible 
School as a staunch member of an or- 
thodox church and was very much 
against believers’ baptism in water and 
the baptism of the Holy Spirit. After 
learning the truth in the school, he too 
desires to follow the Lord in baptism 
and sees that the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit is according to the Word of God. 

6. A student whose father was a Hin- 
du. Afterward he became a Christian, 
but later became a Roman Catholic. The 
rest of the family stood against him, 
but after a time he persuaded his wife 
also to embrace the same faith. How- 
ever, this young man continued to stand 
firm and told his father that even if he 
has to give his life, he will never be- 
come a Roman Catholic, so he left home 
and is now living with his grandmother. 
His faith has been strengthened through 
coming to our Bible School. 

After reading the above, you can an- 
swer the question, “Does Bible School 
pay in India?” Please pray much that 
the Lord will bless the ministry of the 
students who are now doing work for 
the Master.—Bertha N. Cook.

HORNETS AND BEES

“Quench not the Spirit,” 1 Thess. 5: 
19. “Many waters cannot quench love, 
neither can the floods drown it,” Song 
of Solomon 8:7. 

This command of 1 Thess. 5:19 from 
“God’s right hand” comes ringing down 
through the ages to us just as clearly 
as “Ye must be born again” and “Be 
ye holy.” 

When Brother Walker and _ Sister 
Kingsley were holding revival meetings 
in Big Rapids and so many baptized 
folks from Austin and North Woodville 
and the few from Big Rapids met to- 
gether, the burden of my heart was for 
the old time outpouring of the Holy 
Ghost and for folks to yield to the 
Spirit of the living God. This cry is 
not only for us up here in North Michi- 
gan, beloved, but for the whole Church 
of God. “Quench not the Spirit!” 

Once drawn, wooed and won to Christ 
forever, how can you quench His Spirit 
and why? It’s because Satan sends his 
hornets along to sting your testimony, 
song, prayer and the manifestations and 
gifts of the Spirit. 

You are either a hornet, always ready 
to find fault, causing trouble and sor- 
row, stinging others who are doing 
good, or are you a honeybee, building 
cells and storing away honey—as a 
child of God continually seeking to 
build up the kingdom of God within 
each heart for the “edifying” of the 
body of Christ, Eph. 4:11, 12; Heb. 
12:22, 23; storing away the honey of 
the Word— unto the “edifying” of the 
whole hive, in love, Eph. 4:16. Those 
who preach, pray, testify and sing to 
wound, grieve, hurt and destroy those 
who yield to the Spirit of God for their 
own benefit and glory, are stinging hor- 
nets. 

These hornets will sting your salva- 
tion, your sanctification, your divine 
healing and the blessed baptism of the 
Holy Ghost and fire “with the gifts, 
signs, wonders and miracles following. 

If you listen and yield to people and 
loved ones who fight holiness and man- 
ifestations and leg them grieve and 
quench the tende ing Spirit of God, 
He will lift from YO and you'll dry up, 
backslide and have no power to pray 
for yourself or loved ones and others 
when in sickness and need. You let the 
devil grieve and wound, and quench 
the Spirit, when you decide you'll sing, 
pray, testify, and preach no more be- 
cause the old stinging hornets worry 


and hurt you so. 

I. “Quench not the Spirit”—come to 
Jesus, sinner. Now we have this very 
thing illustrated in God’s Word, and if 
you will lay down your beloved comic 
strip and silly, empty funnies of this 
world, God will show you something in 
His Word which you can use to win 
lost souls for His glory. 

In Luke 7:39, 44-46 we see the Phari- 
see, Simon the leper, as a hornet. Here’s 
the sinner woman honeybee who came 
to Jesus in this old hypocrite’s house, 
lost to those around her, wrapt up in 
the fragrant “Lily of the Valley” and 
the sweet “Rose of Sharon.” The bur- 
den of her sins swept over her soul and 
she wept, wailed, sobbed, and _ cried 
aloud. That got on the old hornet’s 
nerves and he said to himself, “I can’t 
stand that noise, I prefer the quiet kind 
of religion where they shake the preach- 
er’s hand and sign a card. If this is 
their religion, I don’t want any of it! 
My father was a good man and he did 
not have to cry and pray all the time!” 
In this atmosphere this sinner woman 
got through to Jesus in the midst of 
the dead formalism and _ self-righteous- 
ness of the Pharisee. She struck fire! In 
the midst of the “waters” of hatred, 
envy, pride and self-esteem sweeping 
over her soul, that great “love” within 
was not quenched! Song of Solomon 
8:7. That spark of love that had been 
kindled by the Son of God could not be 
“drowned” and though “many floods” 
would sweep over her soul that “love” 
was never to go out for this was the 
“Mary” we love and read about again 
and again, the sister of Martha and 
Lazarus. It’s the same setting and same 
people in each gospel. 

II. “Quench not the Spirit” —in prayer 
and Bible reading. 

One day the Lord had a job for me, 

But I had too much to do; 

I said, “Please, Lord, get somebody else, 

Or wait “til I get through.” 

I don’t just know how the Lord made 
out, 

And managed to move along, 

But I felt so mean, so low and lean, 

I knew I had done wrong. 

This song tells us what was the mat- 
ter with Martha, Luke 10:38, 40, 41, 
but here we find Mary again at Jesus’ 
feet as a honeybee, dginking in of the 
honey of His Word, basking in the sun- 
shine of His smile. Luke 10:39, 42. 

She knows Martha, the stinging hor- 
net, is angrily clicking around, clatter- 
ing dishes, murmuring and complaining 
about doing the work alone, while she 


sits around lazy and good for nothing. 
She is not surprised at Martha when she 
finally breaks forth in a perfect fury 
of complaint to the Master. There was 
jealousy, hatred, envy and pride in 
Martha for her sister who had leaped 
from a low-down sinner into this close 
fellowship and relationship with Jesus 
the great Prophet and Teacher of the 
age. That same great “love” of Mary 
held her bound, a captive at His feet, 
fearless and unafraid of her sister who 
“cumbered with much serving;” care- 
ful and troubled about “many things” 
in the cold, dead self-righteousness and 
lukewarmness of her proud, haughty, 
hard heart she could never enter into 
the depths of Mary’s fervor, fiery love 
and adoration. “Quench not the Spirit,” 
beloved! give Jesus your time day by 
day when He calls, no matter how many 
hornets are buzzing around you. 

Ill. “Quench not the Spirit” — get 
sanctified! 

In the temple we see Jesus rising up 
in fury and righteous indignation,  cast- 
ing out the sheep, oxen and those who 
sold and bought, and overthrew the 
tables of the moneychangers and the 
seats of them that sold doves. Matt. 21: 
12. ‘And said unto them, It is written, 
My house shall be called the house of 
prayer; but ye have made it a den of 
thieves,” Matt. 21:13; John 2:14-17. 

When Jesus cleanses out the temple 
of your soul and drives out the thieves 
and robbers that steal God’s presence 
from your heart and life—that “old 
man” of Rom. 6:6, that sin, that tem- 
per, hatred, envy, pride and greed which 
causes you to sin—then you'll be free 
to “serve Him without fear” “in holi- 
ness and righteousness before Him” all 
the days of your life. Luke 1:74, 75. 
You'll be free forever to worship, adore, 
shout and praise Him as the little chil- 
dren did in the temple and all the 
Pharisee, Sadducee, scribe and priest hor- 
nets of this dead, cold, formal, cut-and- 
dried age with all the demons of hell 
let loose cannot stop you! Glory to God 
forever! 

IV. “Quench not the Spirit” in divine 
healing, Mark 16:17, 18. Then you'll 
be healed, too, as the blind and lame 
were after Jesus broke up that “den of 
thieves” in the temple, Matt. 21:14, 
and when the stinging hornets rise up 
to growl and grumble and be “sore dis- 
pleased” about the wonderful sanctifica- 
tion of your soul’and divine healing of 
your body, you’ll see Jesus stand by you 
and rebuke them with the “sharp two-

THE BABY IN A FLOATING 
CRADLE 

Once upon a time there was a little 
girl named Miriam. She lived with her pa- 
rents and her brother Aaron not far from 
the banks of a wide river. In some places 
along the side of the river were reeds. 
Miriam could reach in among the reeds 
and hide little baskets, and they would 
stay quietly, held by the stout stalks 
about them. 

Out on the river, boats were often 
passing. They were not steamers, as on 
the large rivers today. They were boats 
with sails. If the wind was right the sail 
was up. If not, men rowed the boats with 
long oars. 

Not far away was the palace of the 
king of the country. Little Miriam used 
sometimes to watch the soldiers go 
tramp, tramp, on the road to the palaces. 

Sometimes she saw the ‘daughters of the 
king walking by the river, with their 
servants. But she never spoke to them. 
Oh no! She was only a poor girl, who 
was not even of the same race as they 
were. Her people were called Hebrews, 
and they had to work for the king, mak- 
ing bricks with which he built his great 
storehouses. The king and his people were 


Egyptians and the Egyptians always 
looked down on the Hebrews. 

When mother stood in the door of 
their little house and called, ‘Miriam, 


Miriam, come now and help me,” then 
Miriam would run home and tell her 
mother all about the beautiful princess, 
with her servants and her rich dress, who 
walked so often on the path by the river. 

Now the Egyptians were afraid that 
if the Hebrews became too strong they 
would fight for their freedom. To keep 
them from becoming too strong, the king 
did a very cruel thing. He sent out word 
that all the little boy babies should be 
killed. If that were done for a time, then, 
later, there would not be so many men 
among the Hebrews to fight for their 
freedom. 

By and by, a little baby boy was born 
in Miriam’s home. Miriam loved her little 
brother. He looked up and smiled so cun- 
ningly, and she was soon very sure he 
knew her and reached out his little hands 
to her. At first she did not understand 
why her mother so often wept when she 
looked at the baby, and why she kept 
him hid in a room in the house, and was 
so anxious if he began to cry when any 
Egyptian was passing in the street. Then 
she learned about the new law, and she 
was afraid day and night that the sol- 
diers would come and take the little baby 


away. 

For three months the mother kept the 
baby hidden. But that could not go on. 
Sometime the baby would surely be 
found. 

One day Miriam’s mother said to her, 

“Go down to the river and get me 
some reeds and grasses.” 

Miriam wondered what her mother 
would do, but she brought the reeds with 
tall, strong grasses. Her mother wove 
them into a little basket. She set the bas- 
ket in the water, but the water came 
through the cracks, and the basket sank. 

Then her mother took the basket and 
covered it with something that dried into 
a hard, smooth coating. Then she put it 
in the water again, and it floated on the 
top like a little boat. 

Miriam was very curious about what it 
all meant. She thought the little boat 
would make a nice plaything, but her 
mother did not give it to her. Instead, she 
covered it inside with the softest cloth she 
had, and made a little nest, all cosy and 
warm. 

Into that nest she put the little baby! 
Miriam wondered still more what her 
mother meant. Then she picked up bas- 
ket, baby and all, and went out toward 
the river, telling Miriam to come with 
her. What could her mother want! 

When they got to the river, Miriam be- 
gan to see what the little basket that 
swam like a boat was for. Her mother put 
the little basket in a safe place among the 
reeds on the river, just as she had hidden 
her little baskets when she had been play- 
ing by the river. 

Then her mother told Miriam what to 
do, and went back to the house; and 
Miriam stayed by the river. She felt very 
much grown up, because her mother had 
left her to watch the baby. If something 
happened, then she must do just as her 
mother had told her, and perhaps she 
could save her baby brother’s life. 

Then that very thing her mother had 
talked of really happened. The young 
princess came along the river bank with 
her servants. Just as she was opposite the 
baby, she saw the little basket and 
stopped. Miriam saw her point it out to 
a servant girl, and heard her say, ““What 
is in that basket? Go bring it.” 

The girl brought the basket, and Mir- 
iam saw the princess’ look of astonish- 
ment as she said, “It is a Hebrew baby!” 

Miriam was frightened. What would 
the princess do? But Miriam went up, 
just as her mother had told her to, and 
asked, 

“Shall I bring you a nurse for the 
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baby?” 

Now the baby had begun to cry, and 
the kind heart of the princess went out 
to the lonely little thing. 

“Yes,” she said. “Bring a nurse for it.” 

Miriam ran home and _ brought her 
mother. 

The princess said, “Take this child 
home and take care of it for me, and I 
will pay you.” 

So the mother was nurse for the baby, 
and the child was safe because the king’s 
daughter, the young princess, had 
adopted him. 

That is how Miriam saved her little 
brother. 

The baby was called Moses. When he 
grew up to be a man he wanted to help 
his own people and not live in luxury as 
an Egyptian. He tried and tried to per- 
suade the king to allow his people to go 
free. No indeed! The people were worth 
too much as laborers, he wouldn’t let 
them go. 

“If you will not,” he said, “our God 
will send troubles on you.” 

“What is your God that we should 
care for him?” answered the king. 

Then troubles, indeed, began to come 
to the people of Egypt! Flies, always 
many in Egypt, became a very plague. 
The cattle died of disease. Swarms of lo- 
custs ate all the growing crops. Great 
storms, with lightning and hail, swept 
over the land. After every disaster, Moses 
came to the king and said, “May we go 
now?” 

Each time the king said “‘No.” Then at 
last came a night when in every Egyp- 
tian house one of the family died, but not 
one among the Hebrews. 

“Let the Hebrews go,” 
frightened Egyptians. 

The king called for Moses, in the mid- 
dle of the night, and said, 

“Take your people and all that belongs 
to them and go, as quickly as you can, 
before we are all dead. 

Then all the people gathered their cat- 
tle and their goods, and hastened to leave 
the land, starting under the starlight be- 
fore the break of day. 

But the Egyptians repented that they 
had let their slaves go, and marched after 
them to bring them back; but God 
opened up a way for them right through 
the waters of a narrow sea that shut off 
their path, and so they got out of Egypt 
safe and sound. 

For a whole generation they lived in 
the country south of Canaan. It is half 
a desert, and they pad to fight for the 
right to hold springs of water for them- 
selves and their flocks. But they were 
growing strong in all those years, and 
learning how to live in a wilderness and 
endure hardship. Moses was their leader 
in it all, the greatest, wisest and best 
man who ever led the Hebrew people.

The South Dakota ministers’ meeting 
convened at Mobridge, S. Dak., Oct. 22, 
23. 

It was agreed that a special drive for 
Evangel subscriptions be made in order 
to get the supplement of Northwest 
news offered if our list increases 250 
subscriptions. (This is for North and 
South Dakota together.) A new Bible 
valued at not less than $5.00 will be 
given to the minister getting the most 
subscriptions by Jan. 1. Agreed that 
Hughes Morehead of Minot be  ap- 
pointed news correspondent for the 
Northwest, each minister to send him 
the local news. Agreed that the church 


‘raising most mission money besides the 


regular quota of 5 per cent tithes, be 
given a banner at the Minot camp meet- 
ing. Agreed that Bert Meyer be reap- 
pointed state mission treasurer. District 
overseers appointed are: W. W. Goins, 
Lemmon district; Glyndon Logsdon, Mo- 
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bridge district; Chas. Bowen, Lebanon 
district. Agreed that camp ground treas- 
urer be notified to send pastors notices 
of those in his congregation whose pledges 
aren’t paid. Agreed that each pastor, 
with as many helpers as he can _ get, 
come to Minot in the spring (date to 
be set) to clean up the camp ground. 
Agreed that the date of the camp meet- 
ing be set a week earlier than _ usual, 
having the meeting close on July 4. 
Agreed that a committee of five be ap- 
pointed to represent South Dakota at 
the camp meeting for the purpose of 
getting a permanent location for the 
Bible School.

“quench not the Spirit” shall bear 
“much fruit,” a hundredfold and more. 
Hallelujah! 

VI. “Quench not the Spirit” as His 
witnesses! Acts 1:8. “But ye shall re- 
ceive power, after that the Holy Ghost 
is come upon you: and ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me both in Jerusalem, and in 
all Judaea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth.” 

Jesus says, “Tarry ... until ye be 
endued with power from on high,” Luke 
24:49, before you can go forth as “His 
witnesses.” Then “quench not the Spirit” 
but pour out of the treasures of your 
love and adoration of Jesus in song and 
testimony and prayer and preaching as 
the woman who brought the alabaster 
box of ointment of spikenard, very pre- 
cious, and brake and poured it on His 
head, Mark 14:3. 

All the sweet “treasures of darkness 
and hidden riches of secret places” (Isa. 
45:3) that God has revealed to you on 
His precious Word, won in battle, car- 
ried off as spoils from the enemy, give 
out as His “witnesses” in the midst of 
the stinging hornets. This woman gave 
of her treasure and poured upon Him 
the precious, perfumed ointment in the 
midst of enemies in spite of those who 
hated and despised Him and her. 

She did not answer back nor take 
her own part when they began buzzing 
around and stinging with their tongues. 
Mark 14: 4, 5; Matt. 20:8. She knew 
their opposition, envy, pride, jealousy 
and hardness of heart, but poured it on 
just the same. Jesus answered them and 
stung back with the Sword of the Spirit 
which reaches down through the ages 
to us today to her honor and to their 
shame. “Quench not the Spirit” as His 
witnesses, give forth—“pour” forth His 
message under the anointing and power 
of the Spirit and Jesus will destroy the 
hornets and their sting. Hallelujah! Heb. 
2:14, 15; 1 John 3:8; Col. 2:15. 
“Quench not the Spirit” for you are 
not serving men but God—do all as 
unto the Lord, worship Him! Glorify 
Him! Magnify Him! and adore Him!

speaking. And here they yo, grumbling, 
murmuring and complaining, and are 
often heard to say, “I don’t like this 
mud-slinging. I think the preachers 
ought to preach the essentials and leave 

off these things that cause divisions.” 
Well, let’s go on with this good sub- 
ject, Qualifying for the Bride, and if 
you want to sling a little mud _ it is all 
right, so long as it is the right kind of 
mud, and in the right place. Christ 
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found a man whose vision was bad, and 
He put clay on his eyes; but the man 
did not get mad. He went to the right 
place and washed, and came seeing. Let 
this be a lesson to us. If we get mud in 
our eyes, go to the fountain that was 
opened in the house of David, and wash 
and come singing, “I once was blind, 
but now I see.” And if you have a cam&e 
to eat, swallow him whole, and as for 
the gnats (spiritually speaking) drink 
them, and go on to perfection. Remem- 
ber in considering these large and small 
things, Jesus said, “He that is faithful 
in that which is least, is faithful also in 
that which is much, and he that is un- 
just in that which is least, is unjust also 
in much .... And the Pharisees also, 
which were covetous, heard all these 
things, and they derided (mocked) him, 
and he said unto them, Ye are they 
which justify yourselves before men; 
but God knoweth your hearts, for that 
which is highly esteemed among men is 
abomination in the sight of God,” Luke 
16:10-15. 

“Except your righteousness shall ex- 
ceed that of the Pharisees ye shall in no 
case enter into the kingdom of God,” 
Matt. 5:20. 

“Ye have heard that it has been said . 


‘of old time thou shalt not kill. But now 


whosoever hateth his brother is a mur- 
derer,” 1 John 3:15. (And you know 
that no murderer shall be in the Bride.) 

“Ye have heard that it was said of 
them of old time thou shalt not com- 
mit adultery.” But the Groom - said, 
“Whosoever looketh on a woman to lust 
after her hath committed adultery with 
her already in his heart. Matt. 5:28. “If 
thy right eye offend thee, pluck it out,” 
v. 29. 

“Ye have heard it said of them of 
old time, An eye for an eye, and a tooth 
for a tooth. But I say unto you, That ye 
resist not (not strike back) evil; but 
whosoever shall smite thee on thy right 
cheek, turn to him the other also; and 
if a man will sue you at the law, and 
take away thy coat,” don’t get mad and 
try to take vengeance on him. Ven- 
geance belongs to God. If you want to 
heap coals of fire on him, “let him have 
your cloke also. And whosoever shall 
compel thee to go a mile, go with him 
twain.” The glory comes in the last 
mile. Some people love their neighbors 
and hate their enemies; but the Bride- 
groom said, “Love your enemies, bless 
them that curse you, and pray for them 
which despitefully use you, and _perse- 
cute you; That ye may be the children 
of your Father which is in heaven.” 

“Be ye therefore perfect even as your 
Father in heaven is perfect,” Matt. 5:48. 
“And give none offense to the Jew, nor 
to the Gentile nor to the church of 
God,” 1 Cor. 10:32. Now if you do not 
want to offend the Jews, the Gentiles, 
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nor the Church of God, be careful 
where you go, what you do, what you 
eat, drink and wear, and what you say. 
The verse preceding this text said, 
“Whether therefore ye eat, or drink or 
whatsoever ye do, do it all to the glory 
of God,” v. 31. All who will live by 
this one verse will surely be in the Bride. 
That is, if you can’t glorify God, don’t 
do it. “Abstain from all appearance of 
evil,” 1 Thess. 5:22. If it (not only 
evil) appears to be evil, let it alone; 
stay away from it; make your calling 
and election sure. “For if the righteous 
scarcely be saved, where shall the sin- 
ner and ungodly appear?” “And the 
very God of peace SANCTIFY you 
WHOLLY; and I pray God your whole 
SPIRIT and SOUL and BODY be pre- 
served BLAMELESS unto the coming 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. Faithful is He 
that calleth you, who also will do it,” 
v. 23, 24. If we do all that we do to the 
glory of God and shun all the appearance 
of evil, He will preserve us BLAMELESS 
until His coming, not our SPIRIT and 
SOUL ONLY but OUR BODY ALSO. 
Wy. 2a 

“Thou art ALL FEAR my love; there 
is NO SPOT in thee,” Cant. 4:7. My 
Dove, my UNDEFILED is BUT ONE. 
She is the ONLY ONE of her mother. 
“Let us go unto perfection,” Heb. 6: 
i 

“Therefore to him that knoweth to 
do good and doeth it not to him it is 
sin,” James 4:17. 

“Behold he cometh and his reward is 
with him to give to every man AC-

rose again.” 


Intercedes 

For us. It is a fact that Christ died 
for us, then rose and lives for us, but 
the fact that He is now at the right 
hand of the Father interceding for us, 
is still more encouraging. At Rom. 8: 
34 Paul verifies the THREE facts in 
quick succession. ““Who is he that con- 
demneth? It is Christ that died, yea 
rather, that is risen again, who is even 
at the right hand of God, who also 
maketh intercession for us.” And on 
the strength of these three facts, the 
last one especially, He further questions, 
“Who shall separate us from the love 
of Christ? . . . Nay, in all these things 
we are more than conquerors through 
him that loved us.” Yes, indeed, this is 
our only hope. If it were not for this 
great advocate our case would be hope- 
less. Some of us may think we are getting 
by on our holiness. Well, true enough, 


holiness is a combined characteristic 
of the fruits of the Spirit, but still, 
‘it is not us but Christ in us. “If 
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any man have not the Spirit of 
Christ, he is none of his.” Then 
Christ is not interceding for any 


other than those who are born of God 
and have His Spirit. The kindredship ef- 
fects the intercession. 

The Apostle John advises, “My little 
children, these things write I unto you, 
that you sin not.” Then the question 
naturally arises in the inquiring mind 
thus, In the face of such a command or 
entreaty, what is the escape or way out 
in the event one should sin? For the 
benefit of such an inquirer the apostle 
immediately follows the foregoing sent- 
ence with the following, “And if any 
man sin, we have an advocate with the 
Father, Jesus Christ the righteous; And 
he is the propitiation for our sins, and 
not for ours only, but also for the sins 
of the whole world.” In such a positive 
declaration no one is omitted or ex- 
cluded, that is, in the event any (re- 
gardless of who) should sin. 

Someone said that a brother preacher, 
who could not read so well, misquoted 
the second verse and read it thus, “He 
is the proposition for our sins, and not 
for ours only but for the sins of the 
whole world.” Well, after all, He wasn’t 
so far off in his pronunciation for 
it means just about that. He is 
both the propitiation and_propo- 
sition for our sins, as saith the text, 
“For without me ye can do nothing.” 

Passing from this we refer you 
again to Paul’s letter to the Hebrews. 
After summing up the power and abili- 
ty of Christ, he says, “Seeing then that 
we have a great high priest, that is 
passed into the heavens, Jesus the Son 
of God, LET US HOLD FAST OUR 
PROFESSION.” Then to stress Christ’s 
quality as well as His ability, he further 
declares, “For we have not an high 
priest which cannot be touched with the 
feeling of our infirmities; but was in all 
points tempted as we are, yet without 
sin.” Heb. 4:14, 15. 

“For verily he took not on him the 
nature of angels; but he took on him 
the seed of Abraham. Wherefore in all 
things it behooved him to be made like 
unto his brethren, that he might be a 
merciful high priest in things pertain- 
ing to God, to make reconciliation for 
the sins of the people. For in that he 
himself hath suffered being tempted, he 
is able to succour them that are 
tempted,” Heb. 2:16-18. 

What a grand and glorious consola- 
tion it is to know that Jesus Christ, in 
His glorious person and reality, sits now, 
right now as you read, at the right hand 
of our Lord, His Father, ready at all 
times to intercede in our behalf; and in 
behalf of one we feature Him saying, 
“Father, please forgive him, he know- 
eth not what he doeth.” For another, 
“Father, I too can feel the weight of 
that temptation. I met that very one 
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while in yonder’s world; please forgive 
him.” See, listen, do you not hear Him 
pleading? And the Father says, “For 
your sake I will.” Thank God! Again, 
“Who is able to separate us from the 
love of Christ?” 

Some try to picture my Christ as a 
cold, inconsiderate, unconcerned kind 
of flaw-picker, exacting everything, 
making no allowances for anything. But 
I am truly glad that my conception of 
Jesus Christ, my advocate and inter- 
ceder, is entirely different to that. SIN 
NOT is the Apostle John’s gospel. SIN 
NOT is the gospel of God the Father, 
and of Jesus Cnrist the risiteous, but 
John preaches on and says, “If any man 
sin, we have an advocate with the Fa- 
ther.” Who? Jesus Christ the righteous. 
He is the propitiation for ours and all 
others’ sins. Oh yes, we must employ 
His counsel and power. Humanly speak- 
ing, all the advocates and attorneys

about us will not be at our service if 


they are not sought out of us and em- 
ployed. Neither will Jesus. He has only 
two classes of clients, the ignorant and 
repentant. “Father forgive them, for 
they know not what they do,” and 
“Come unto me, all ye that labor and 
are heavy laden.” 
Will Come 

For us. Peter refers to a people in tine 
last days, scoffers, walking after their 
own lust, saying, Where is the promise 
of His coming? But the Apostle Paul 
says to the brethren at ‘Thessalonica, 
“But ye, brethren, are not in darkness, 
that that day should overtake you as 
a thief. Ye are the children of light. 
Therefore let us not sleep as do others. 
For God hath not appointed us to wrath 
but to obtain salvation by our Lord Je- 
sus Christ who died for us, that whether 
we wake or sleep we should live together 
with him. For if we believe that Jesus 
died and rose again, even so them also 
which sleep in Jesus will God bring 
with him. For we which are alive and 
remain unto the coming of the Lord 
shall not prevent them which are asleep, 
for the Lord himself shall descend from 
heaven with a shout, with the voice 
of the archangel, and with the 
trump of God: Then we which 
are alive and _ remain. shall be 
caught up together with them in the 
clouds to meet the Lord in the air; and 
so shall we ever be with the Lord. 
Wherefore comfort one another with 
these words.” 

Indeed it is a comfort. It will be the 
most glorious, outstanding event in the 
catalog of all supernatural feats, and 
how sudden! The Apostle Paul assures 
us in his letter to the Church of God at 
Corinth, that it will happen in a mo- 
ment, in the twinkling of an eye, “Be- 
hold, I shew you a mystery; we shall 
not all sleep (be decayed in the grave) 
but we shall all be changed.”
